Weary highway crews ran into 


new difficulty today trying to open 
the snow-battered 
Pennsylvania 


Turnpike. 


A Turnpike Commission spokes- 


man at Harrisburg said the situa- 
tion had become worse overnight 
as 60 mile-an-hour winds piled 
snow drifts 12 to 13 feet high be- 
hind crews trying to open clogged 
areas on the toll road's western 
end 


"We've got everj1 piece of equip- 


ment available in action but right 
now it seems to be a losing bat- 
tle," the spokesman said. He add- 
ed it was impossible to say when 
the road could be opened to allow 
stranded travelers to proceed to 
their destinations. 


Can't Reach Goal 


Turnpike crews had hoped to 


open the troubled 175-mile stretch 
from Invin to Carlisle during the 
morning but new snow and the 
wind-whipped drifts made this im- 
possible. 


Instead, the spokesman said an 


additional 10 miles of the turnpike 
between Carlisle and the Gettys- 
burg interchange was closed "be- 
cause motels in the Carlisle area 
were unable to handle the number 
of travelers." 


The commission said additional 


snow reported falling on the road's 
northeast extension to Scranton 


"couW give us even more trou- 
ble." That area got some 15 inches 
of snow in the storm that hit 
Thursday night. 


By early yesterday morning so 


many buses, trucks and cars were 
stalled on the turnpike's western 
end that nothing could move—not 
even the .snow removal equipment. 


Drivers who tried to get out of 


the area on other roads found 
theirs paths blocked by snow. Mo- 
torists quickly filled the motels 
along the toll road. Others not as 
lucky jammed into the turnpike 
restaurants. They were stranded 
there. 


"Some people are asleep at the 


counters," said Doris Gunger, 28, 
a Waitress at the Somerset turn- 
pike restaurant. "Others are hud- 
dled on the floor. And some are 
just st a n d i n g around talking. 
They're all pretty patient."

WIESBADEN. Germany (AP)- 


A tragic story of prayers and 
despair in the North African des- 
ert was told today in the diary of 
the copilot of a U.S. Air Force 
"ghost" bomber of World War II. 


The diary was found deep in the 


Libyan wastelands where the re- 
mains of five of the nine crew 
members of the four-engine "Lady 
Be. Good" were recovered Friday. 


The Air Force's European head- 


quarters said the diary was kept 
by Lt. Robert F. Toner, North 
Attleboro, Mass., copilot of the 
Liberator. He bailed out along 
with the rest of the nine-man crew 
following 
a 
bombing 
raid on 


Naples, Italy. April 4, 1943. 


Written in pencil the pocket- 


sized book describes eight days in 
the desert with merciless heat al- 
ternating with bitter cold, with 
little water and no hope. 


The text of the entries, as re- 


leased by the Air Force, follows: 


"Sunday April 4, Naples — 28 


planes — things well mixed up — 
got lost returning, out of gas, 
jumped, landed in desert at 5 
a.m. morning, no one badly hurt 
can't find John, all others reset."

Talks Are Secret 


The talks here have been secret

effective show. Most of the great 
events were there. Churchill's Iron 
Curtain speech. Chambers accus- 
ing Hiss. Gen. Marshall proposing 
his plan with the warning, "the 
whole world hangs in the balance" 
The triumph of Harry S. Truman 
Imitating H. V. Kaltenborn's pre- 
diction of his 1948 defeat. The 
atomic tests and Albert Eisetem's 
warning of the bomb's menace to 
mankind. 


There were some bittersweet 


memories of meat rations, "Kilroy 
was here," housing shortages and 
flying saucers. There were touch- 
ing moments of a dying Babe Ruth 
saying goodby at Yankee Stadium 
andj^Iayor LaGuardia reading the 
funnies. All these things were de- 
scribed in a remarkably restrained 
narration by Bob Hope. 


Somehow, "Not So Long Ago" 


did not seem up to the high stand- 
ards of this excellent series Per- 
haps it was because the postwar 
40s were not remarkable years; 
they were a period of dissension 
and lack of values. The fault in 
the show may also" be Project 
Twenty's in relying too much on 
newsreel cliches—America at play 
pictured by roller coasters, carni- 
val scenes, etc. Any producer can 
put together standard news shots.

9 inches set in this same meet 
exactly 25 years ago. 


A field of eight 25-footers, head- 


ed by Bo Roberson, ex-Cornell 
ootball player, has set its sights 
on the record. Roberson won the 
F'ari-American broad jump title- 
outdoors—with a 26-2 leap, so he 
is the most logical candidate to 
t>reak Owens' record. 


Other Marks Threatened 


Other marks that could go by 


the boards include: 


The high jump — 7 feet, 1 


inches, set three weeks ago by 
John Thomas of Boston Univer- 
sity. John has been coming close 
— a whisker, in fact — ever since 
he set the standard. However, his 
coach, Ed Flanagan, said he is 
tired and hasn't been practicing 
much this week. 


The shotput—Parry O'Brien — 


who else? — will take aim on his 
own record of 62 feet 1?« inches 
which he tet last year. He already 
has broken his own mark four 
times in previous Nationals.

Keep Layers Eatinf 


One of the main reasons for a 


slump in egg production is a drop 
in feed consumption. If poultry- 
men detect a lecline in feed con 
sumption, there are certan prac- 
tices which will increase the feed 
intake. 


One way to increase feed eon 


sumption is to furnish mash in a 
different and appealing form. The 
simplest way to do this is to feed 
pellets. Feed the amount of pel- 
lets the birds will clean up in one 
hcur. Wet wash, made by mixing 
mash and water, is also very ap- 
pealing to the birds. Moisten three 
pounds of dry mash for each 100 
birds. Since mixing wet mash is 
quite laborous, just pour two 
quarts of water per 100 birds over 
the dry mash in the feeders for 
the same effect. Chickens are 
Frequently there are price dif- fond of botn wet mash and 


ferences between different sources 
of the same variety. Farmers are 
Urged to keep in mind that certi- 
fication sets minimum standards 
for high quality, and there may be 
variations in percentage germina- 
tions, weed and other crop seed 
content, color, grading and ap- 
pearance above these minimums.

Daily Records Uniform In U. S. 
Dairy herd records keeping has 


moved a step nearer the ideal of 
a nationally uniform system with 
development of the new Dairy 
Herd Improvement* Registry 
(DfflA) record, the U S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture reported to- 
day.

The record must be calculated in 
one of the various DHIA electronic 
computing centers. 


Confusion resulting from the dif- 


ferences between the methods ol 
keeping dairy production record; 
used by the several herd and 
breed improvement associations 
in the U. S. led to the effort to 
develop a more comprehensive 
and uniform system. The DHIA 
record plan, designed for farmers 
having registered cattle, is the re- 
sult of several years of coopera 
tive work by the American Dairy 
Science Association's Records an< 
Breed Relations committee, the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
tion's Testing committee and the 
breed registry groups. 


The adoption of the DHIA rec 


ord by USDA-coordmated National 
Cooperative Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Program increases to four 
the number of recordkeeping plans 
that the program offers to dairy 
farmers owning registered cattle 
Other plans include the Standan 
DHIA, Owner-Sampler, and Weigh 
a-Day-a-Month. This cooperativ. 
program has made important con 
tributions to lowering milk produc 
tion costs and improving dairy 
heards since 1906.

Fabric texture is more than sur- 


face appearance. It includes how 
a fabric feels, looks and drapes 
or pleats. Two fabrics may have 
a similar texture but differ great- 
ly.

However when baying smooth 


surface, lustrous fabrics, a home- 
maker should keep in mind that 
they reflect light angles and make 
curves appear rounded or larger 
than they actually are. For these 
reasons if a woman a thin and 
angular, or tends to be more than 
pleasingly pump, she may be wise 
to make a garment with a dull 
surface fabric and trim it with 
cotton sateen or silk satin. 


Consider the fabric in a garment 


when choosing an interfacing. An 
interfacing should help give body 
to and hold the shape of a gar- 
ment. 


An interfacing that is similar to 


the outer fabric in weight and 
hand is a wise choice. Weight re- 
fers to the thickness and hand to 
the bulk or feel of the fabric. On 
cotton fabrics, you can use a self- 
fabnc interfacing. 


Garment Requirements Noted 
The interfacing should need the 


same care as the garment. Use 
washable interfacings 
in wash- 


able garments and ones that dry 
clean well in garments that re- 
quire dry cleaning. 


Washable cotton interfacings in- 


clude bleached and unbleached 
muslin, organdy, nainsook, batiste 
and 
some permanent finished 


lawns and crease-resistant per- 
cales. Interfacings that may be 
dry cleaned include mohair, wool, 
hair canvas and ones made of 
blends of cotton, goat hair, wool 
and rayon.

shrink during washing or dry

Protect Beasts 


It is hard to convince the na- 


tives that beasts which have been 
their dreaded enemies as long as 
they or 
I heir forefathers can re- 


member should now be protected. 
And not all white settlers can be 
persuaded that they should seek 
other ways of safeguarding their 
crops from foraging animals than 
by traps and guns. Few natives 
and whites will admit that .Africa 
should be large enough to sup- 
port both animals and 'humans. 
So poaching continues on a grand 
.scale. There arc far too few game 
ran^c/'s for the vast territories 
involved, and the laws against, 
illegal killing of game are often 
ineffectual. 


Moorehead is convinced of tbe 


urgent importance of preserving 
the 
fast-dwindling 
numbers of 


wild game. HP did not write No 
Room in the Ark, however, to 
preach a sermon on that subject. 
"In the main the book was meant 
only 
to impart 
pleasure," he 


say.s, "but I really believe now 
thai if we could start a fund for 
the protection of big game there 
would be an enormous response, 
and at last .something effective 
would be done."

traced through his writings and 
his speeches, yet one can detect 
traces of the Lincoln that is to 
be from his writings in his earli- 
est years. His love of country and 
his love of the institutions found- 
ed by the founders of the nation 
are apparent from the earliest 
years. In 1837 we find him Mat- 
ing in the Illinois legislature that

of our government were rarely 
more clearly outlined that in an 
address given in 1838 at the Young 
Men's Lyceum in Springfield. De- 
claring that 'ue find ourselves 


I under the government of a sys- 
jtem of political institutions con- 
jducing more essentially to thej 
ends of civil and religious liberty| 
than any oi which hbtory of for- 
mer times tells us,' he said that 
"Tis ours only to transmit 'this 
governmenti to the latest gen- 
eration that fate shall permit the 
world to know. This task, grati- 
tude to our fathers, justice to our- 
selves, duty to posterity and love 
for our species in general all im- 
peratively require us faithfully to 
perform.' 


Nation In Danger
